The Ways of Plants. 
In a great many cases leaves are said 
to sleep; that is to say, at the approach 
of night they change their position, and 
sometimes fold themselves up, thus pre­ 
senting a smaller surface for radiation, 
aud being in consequence less exposed ta 
cold. 
Mr. Darwin has proved experi­ 
mentally that leaves which were pre­ 
vent d from moving suffered more from 
cold than those which were allowed to 
assume their natural position. 
He has 
observed with reference to one plant, 
Mn/'lintel cirundinacca, the arrow’-root, 
a West Indian species allied to Canna, 
that it the plant has had a severe shock 
it cannot get to sleep for the next two 
or ti ave nights. 
The sleep of flowers is also probably a 
ease of the aam? kind, though, as I have 
elsew here attempted to show’, it has now, 
I bol ie vc, special reference to the visits 
of insects; those flowers which are ferti­ 
lized by bees, butterflies, and other day 
insects, sleep by night, if at all; while 
those which are dependent on moths 
rouse themselves toward evening, as ai­ 
rt inly mentioned, aud sleep by day. 
These motions, indeed, have but an in­ 
direct reference to our present subject. 
On tile other luuid, in the dandelion 
< IA unti//IonJ, the flower-stalk is upright 
while tho flower is expanded, a period 
which lasts for three or four days; it 
then lowers itself and lies close to the 
ground for alxnit twelve days, while the 
fruits are ripening, and then rises again 
w hen they are mature. In the ('yet ai nm 
the s ta lk curls itself up into a beautiful 
spire after tile dower iias faded. 
The flower of the little Linaria of our 
Willis ( L. cymltalaria) pushes out into 
the light aud sunshine, but as scxni as it 
is fertilized it turns round and endeavors 
to dud some hole or cranny in which it 
may remain safely ensconced until the 
t.eed is ri]»e. 
In some water-plants the flower ex­ 
pands at the surface, but after it is faded 
retreats again to the bottom. This is tho 
ease for instance, with tho w ater-lilies, 
s« nile sjiccies of the Paint/loge ton (Trapa 
nutans).

long stalks, which reach to the snrfacc of 
tin* water, on which tile flowers float.

After fertilization, how- 
ever, the longstalk coils up spirally, and 
thus carries the ovary down to tho 
bnf bun, where tho seeds eau ripen with

The follow ing is the first animal mes­ 
sage of Governor Rusk which was sent to 
both houses as an executive document, 
and there read by the clerks: 
To the S e n a t e and Assembly; 
Selected by tho people of Wisconsin 
as their chief executive, I have the honor 
rn obedience to the requirements of the 
constitution, of submitting to you my 
first annual message. I ani deeply im­ 
pressed with tho responsibilities of the 
position to which I have been chosen, 
occupied as it has tyoen by so many dis­ 
tinguished gentlemen, including my im 
mediate predecessor, who has adminis 
tered the affairs of State with marked 
ability "aud to tho satisfaction of the peo­ 
ple. 
The past year has been one of unpar 
libeled prosperity to the nation. United 
once more in the bonds of peace and har­ 
mony, wnth all sectional strife abated, the 
country has made gigantic strides ahead. 
Our nation has been blessed with health, 
with abundant harvests, aud a greater 
degree of prosperity than in auy former 
year; and had it not been for the shock 
of the assassination of our lamented 
President, the year would have beeu one 
of the most successful and happy of our 
national life. 
I cannot refrain from speaking in this 
connection a few words in relation to our 
late beloved President, James A. Garfield 
—a man of broad intellect, a noble heart, 
a kiud and generous spirit—he was pre­ 
eminently a leader among leaders. Suc­ 
ceeding by his own efforts in raising him­ 
self from poverty to the highest position 
in the gift of the people, he had com­ 
menced a career which promised to bear 
full fruition of the holies of Ilia country­ 
men, when he was prostrated by the bal­ 
ei of un assassin. Beloved by tho peo­ 
ple aud mourned by the whole civ­ 
ilized world, his memory will live for­ 
ever. 
The present chief magistrate, President 
Chester A. Arthur, called to the position 
under these most sorrowful circumstan­ 
ces, has by his wise administration of 
governmental affairs, merited the confi­ 
dence of the country. 
W iscouHiu has shared in tho general 
pros pouty of the year. Our harvests 
have yielded good returns and our pro­ 
ducts have found ready markets at good 
pi ices. 
Agriculture, our greatest industry, has 
been well rewarded, anti the financial 
condition of thus clans, who oontiibute 
so much to the growth anti wealth of our 
State, lias been 
materially improved. 
Capital seeks investment at a much re- 
ducad rate of interest; our manufactur­ 
ing industries havo steadily and perma­ 
nently increased, aud raauy other enter­ 
prises aud resources havo been devel­ 
oped during the year. 
The laws havo been faithfully and 
efficiently executed, arui peace and tran­ 
quility have prevailed throughout the 
State duriug tho year with as few excep­ 
tions as is usual.

CONTINGENT FUND. 
The balance to the credit of the Gov­ 
ernor’s contingent fund on January I* 
1882, was $610.06, and the expenditures 
from this fund daring the year were 
$1,313.58. In view of the condition of 
this fund .at the present rime and the 
possible demands upon it the present 
year, I reccominend that the sam of two 
thousand dollars bo appropriated thereto 
at this session. 


CHARITABLE AND PENAL INSTITUTIONS. 
At the last session of the Legislature, 
a law was pasted abolishing the several 
boards having control of the different 
State institutions 'and substituting there­ 


fore a single board of five members, 
designated as the “State Board of Super­ 
vision.” In conformity to that law, my 
predecesssor apppointed os such board, 
George W. |Burohard, J J amos Bintliff, 
Charles Luling, Lewis A. Proctor and 
Charles D. Parker. This board entered 
upon the discharge of its duties on the 
7th day of J tine, 1881. Its first annual 
report covers a period from that date to 
December I, 1881, by which it appears 
that the expenses of the institutions 
have beeu greatly reduced without im­ 
pairing the efficiency of the institutions. 
The amounts turned over to the Board 
of Supervision on their assuming con 
trol, for the several institutions were as 
follows :

For detailed information relative to the 
inauagemant aud financial condition of 
each of the institutions, you are respect­ 
fully referred to the first report of the 
Board of Supervisions, w hich will bo be­ 
fore you in printed form. From a state­ 
ment furnished by the president of said 
board, it is found that a deficit exists in 
the current expense funds of the several 
institutions under their control, aggre­ 
gating $55,944.82, divided among different 
institutions as follows:

In these items are included the amounts 
probably necessary to meet demands to 
the close of the appropriation year, March 
31, for tho Institute for Deaf aud Dumb 
and State Prison, and to pay for a cargo 
of coal not yet delivered to the Northern 
Hospital for Insane. I would recommend 
that appropriations to cover these deficits 
bo made as early in your session as prac­ 
ticable. 
The board makes a detailed statement 
of their estimates for the current ex­ 
penses of the several institutions under 
their charge, for the next year, and which 
shows that there is to be supplied by ap­ 
propriation for the several institutions, as 
follows:

STATE BOARD OF CHARITIES AND REFORM. 
The powers of this board now embrace 
a general supervision over all the char­ 
itable, penal aud reformatory institutions 
in Wisconsin, both public and private, 
except tho six State institutions. The 
egislature of last winter took away from 
ibis board their general supervision over 
the State institutions, aud gave them in­ 
creased work iu some other directions, 
the chief of which is in relation to tho 
care of the chronic insane by counties 
under chapter 23*1 of the Laws of 1881. 
Under this law the board has power to 
control the treatment by counties of their 
chronic insane, by regulating the distri­ 
bution of the State appropriation, and 
by their power to take the insano away 
from counties where they are not prop­ 
erly cared for. 
The report of the board will contain 
many details of interest relating to tho 
management of the institutions under 
their care. Tho board ask that tho gen­ 
eral power of visiting and reporting upon 
the six State institutions be restored to 
them. 
CHRONIC INSANE. 
I desire to call your attention to the 
large increase in the number of incurable 
insane. These unfortunate beings should 
command our warmest sympathy, and 
humanity demands that adequate provis­ 
ion be made for their wants. Our insane 
asylums have been obliged to return 
many of this unfortunate class to the 
counties whence they came to make room 
for other patients; and the county au­ 
thorities being unable to suitably pro­ 
vide for them, are obliged to keep them 
in the poor houses and jails. 
The sub­ 
ject of at once providing for this class so 
they can receive proper care and treatment 
should engage your earliest and most 
careful attent ion. 
EDUCATION. 
I am pleased to be able to say to you 
that the educational interests of the State 
are quietly but steadily progressing, and 
although the percentage of attendance is 
somewhat less than for the last year, yet 
the public schools are in a very satifac- 
tory condition. The attendance has not 
been so largo for the past year on account 
of the unfavorable weather and the pre- 
valency of contagious diseases in very 
many localities. The percentage of at­ 
tendance of children at all the schools of 
the State for the year 1879 was 66.97; for 
the year 1880,69.04; and for the year 1881, 
65.2. The number of children of school 
age in the State in 1880 was 483,229, and 
in 1881 was 489,142, an increase of 5,913. 
The total valuation of school property in 
the State, being the school houses, school 
house sites, apparatus aud libraries, is 
$5,543,049,61. The total amount expend­ 
ed for school purposes in the State dur­ 
ing the year was $2,302,038,34, or 6,97 for 
each person attending school. 
The 
amount expended for each pupil in 1880 
was $7,24, and m 1879 was $7.41. 
The number of appeals before the sup 
ermtendent have been less than lost year 
and is a gratfying indication of that hu­ 
mane and friendly spirit of the people 
which ensures a good government. 
The common schools of this state are 
surpassed by the schools of very few 
States in the Union, and this good con­ 
dition is, in a great measure, due to tho 
commendable and able manner in which 
the superintendents of public instruction 
and their assistants have for many years 
performed their arduous aud important 
duties. Every superintendent of public 
instruction for many years has recom­ 
mended that the adoption of the town­ 
ship system of school government bo 
mode compulsory. 
FINES AND PENALTIES. 
Section 2 article X of our State consti­ 
tution provides, among other thiLgs, 
that “the dear proceeds of all fines col­ 
lected in the several counties for auy 
breach of the penal laws shall be set 
apart as a separate fund to be called a 
school fund,*’ and section 715 of the re­ 
vised statutes prescribes the manner of 
carrying this constitutional provision in­ 
to effect 
The county treasurers of many of tho 
larger and more populous counties, for a 
period 
of nearly twenty 
years, had 
neglected, to obey said provision of the 
constitution and the laws enacted to carry 
it out The attorney general during the 
past year 
brought suit 
in the su­ 
preme 
court 
against 
one 
of 
these delinquent county treasurers to re­ 
cover the flues collected duriug the year 
1880. Tliat court ou the fourth of J ane 
last filed its unanimous opinion sustain­ 
ing the law above cited, aud required 
such treasurer to pay. Since that deci­ 
sion, most of the counties have paid to 


the State treasurer the fines collected 
during the year 1880. 
The ann rn ut so 
paid to January I, 1882, is $11,583.07, be­ 
ing more thau had beeu collected fr»>m 
the same source for the ten years pre 
coding. It is estimated that there is due 
from the several counties for the years in 
which they huve neglected to obey tho 
law tho sum of $100,000. 
Your attention is invited to this sub­ 
ject with a view to ascertain if auy legis­ 
lation is necessary to insure an equitable 
legal adjustment thereof. 
UNINERSITY OF WISCONSIN. 
The several reports of the president 
and secretary of the Board of Regents, 
and the president of the university show 
that the institution is in a thriving and 
commendable condition. It is now an 
institution of which the State should bo 
proud, made so by a generous donation 
of lands granted by congress, by oeca 
sional aid of tho Legislature, by the 
philanthropic munificence of Governor 
Washburn, and the provident care and 
management of the presidents aud fac 
ulty. The location of tho university is 
more healthful aud advantageous than 
that of any other institution of the kind 
in the West, and by a liberal and gener­ 
ous policy on the part of the legislature, 
such as tho people of tho State would be 
proud, in after rimes, to have bestowed, 
it may be made the most serviceable 
and distinguished educational institution 
in the West. 
I suggest that you make yourselves fa­ 
miliar with this institution, and know its 
wants and heed them with such pro ; i 
deut liberality, that it will soon advance 
to that meritorious rank so justly covet­ 
ed. 
EXPERIMENTS IN AMBER CANE. 
In accordance with chapter 211 Gen­ 
eral Laws of 1881, Prof. W. A. Henry 
has made experiments in Amber cane 
aud tho ensilage of fodders, and has made 
a full and complete report thereof to me. 
In his report Prof. Henry estimates that 
syrup can be made at the rate of 180 gal­ 
lons per acre; aud when sugar is worked 
for, it can be had at tho rate of not less 
thau 1,090 pounds per acre of raw sugar, 
besides HO gallons of molasses. The anal­ 
ysis of tho chemist shows that there is 
over 2,000 pounds of sugar in au acre of 
cane, and that half 
is 
lost by the 
present imperfect methods of workin; 
The report of Prof. Henry shows that he 
has expended $3,080.07 of the appropria­ 
tion, and that there remains the sum of 
$919.93 unexpended. The raising of cane 
is becoming one of the important agri­ 
cultural products of the State, and in my 
judgment should be encouraged.; aud in 
view of the satisfactory results reached 
by tho experimeute made, aud in view of 
their undoubted benefit to the many pro­ 
ducers of cane, I would recommend tho 
continuance of such an appropriation for 
this purpose as in your wisdom would 
seem best; aud as there is no provision 
for printing his report, I would recom­ 
mend that a sufficient appropriation bo 
made for its proper printing and distri­ 
bution. 
STALE HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 
Tho State Historical Society 
has 
beeu ably managen. 
From a very small 
beginning, it has grown to be a large in­ 
stitution of peculiar interest to the peo­ 
ple of the State. It is regarded aa one of 
the most complete collections of its class 
in the Uuited States, and is worthy of 
the fostering care of tho State. 
I would 
recommend to tho Legislature that they 
provide a suitable building for the use of 
society, separate from the capitol. Its 
present quarters are entirely inadequate 
to its wauts, aud the rooms it now occu­ 
pies are needed for tho convenience of 
the Legislature. Iu such a building 
suitable room should be provided for the 
Wisconsin Academy of Sciences, Arts 
aud Letters. 
STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 
The gentlemen composing tho board 
are among the most eminent in their pro­ 
fession in the State, aud I would recom­ 
mend that tho Legislature extend to 
them a generous encouragement. Their 
labors have resulted rn great benefit to 
the health of our people, aud there can 
be no doubt that greater benefits may in 
the future bo expected. 
Their sugges­ 
tions for the restriction and prevention of 
contagious diseases havo been widely 
circulated throughout the State, and 
have been adopted by a large class of our 
citizens, and their wisdom fully proven. 
The board has succeeded in securing re­ 
ports from about nine hundred different 
localities in the State, and have awaken­ 
ed a deep feeling among the people upon 
the subject of the suppression of.disease. 
Their 
suggestions 
for securing 
for 
schools, prisons and public buildings 
proper hygiene, have been adopted in 
many localities with good results. In 
my opinion, their services to the State 
canuot be discased with, and too much 
care cannot be taken to protect tho lives 
and health of the people. 
RAILROADS. 
The total mileage of the railroads of the 
Shit?, as reported to the Railroad Com­ 
missioner on tho 30th day of June, 1881, 
was 3,142.43 miles, at a cost, including 
equipments, of $129,641,419.87, being an 
average of $11,258.04 per mile. 
The total earnings of tho railroads of 
the State for the year ending June 30, 
1881, were $15,478,172.61, being an aver­ 
age of $1,814.91 per mile of operated 
road. The operating expenses were $9,- 
085,437.08, being $2,826.28 per mile; the 
excess of earnings over operating ex­ 
penses was $6,392,735.53, or $1,988.63 per 
mile. Tho passenger earnings on all of 
the roads in the State were $3,527,478.89, 
and the freight earnings $10,979,446.81. 
The whole number of passengers carried 
during tho year in the State was 2,966,963, 
or an equivalent of 119,599,855 passen­ 
gers carried ono mile. The whole num­ 
ber of tons of freight carried was 5,407,- 
297, or an equivalent of tho carriage of 
657,499,156 tons one mile. The average 
rate of all freights carried in the State 
duriug the year was 1.68 cents per ton 
per mile. 
QTlie total number of miles of road built 
in the State during the year ending De­ 
cember 31, 1881, was 300 against 238 
22-100 miles for the year 1880. The total 
mileage of tho railroads of the State on 
the first day of January, 1882, was 3,433.- 
88 miles. The present indications are that 
a much larger amount of road will be 
built in 1882 than was builtin 1881, un­ 
less some unlooked for financial revul­ 
sion shall cat short work already under 
contemplation. 
The commissioner reports tho gratify­ 
ing fact that not a single passenger has 
been killed upon the railroads of Wis­ 
consin during the year, with very few 
casualties of any nature to the traveling 
public. This shows a commendable care 
for tho protection of human life, on the 
part of the management, and of those 
having charge of the running of trains. 
No brief summary of 
the report 
of 
the 
commissioner 
can 
do 
it justice or present in proper form the 
interesting statistics and the valuable in­ 
formation therein given. The questions 
discussed aud tho suggestions made in 
regard to changes iu the laws should be 


studied, and any defects iii tho existin 
law should bo remedied by appropriate 
legislation. The report will be laid be 
fore you iu a few days, and I commend 
to your special consideration those por 
ti*ms of the report referring to: “Reports 
to State Treasurer and Commissioner,’ 
“License Fees of Railroads,’ and “Dis 
criminations.’ 
an I trust that iii your 
wisdom you will be enabled to perfect 
all the laws relating to tho working of 
the railroad department, in the interest 
of justice, and ail equal distribution of 
the burdens aud the gains upon the pro­ 
ducer ami the carrier alike. 
Tho province of tho State through its 
Legislature, to pass such laws in regard 
to transportation as shall be deemed for 
the intereststs of all the people, has be­ 
come a settled fact, through the decision 
of tho highest tribunal of the land; and 
is accepted as wiso policy by tho great 
corporations themselves. 
It becomes, 
therefore, tho highest duty of the Legis­ 
lature to give duo thought to all railroad 
legislation, and to act with such wisdom, 
that while it shall not bo unduly rigorous 
in the restrictions it imposes by law, it 
should not for a moment forget 
any 
proper ami healthful protection to the 
producing classes, but give to the whole 
peoplo such enactments as shall bestow 
justice and equality of rights with an 
impartial hand. 
And in the furtherance 
aud perfection of this principle of regu­ 
lation, I do not think it unreasonable to 
hope that the 
time 
is not far dis­ 
tant when tho interstate commerce of 
the 
country 
will 
be 
regulated 
by national statute in such an harmonious 
adjustment as will meet the requirements 
of the producing and consuming portion 
of society. 
INSURANCE. 
The department of insurance continues 
to bo of great service to the peoplo of the 
State in tho protection afforded them 
against fraudulent insurance, which has 
become a serious grievance in many 
States. Tho commissioner’s certificate 
of authority to a company has come to 
be regarded as almost a guaranty of 
its soundness. To his recommendations 
I invito your attention as worthy of con­ 
sideration. 
FISH CULTURE. 
Under tile management of the State 
Board of Fish Commissioners, Hie artifi­ 
cial propagation of fish is no longer an 
experiment, aud by means thereof our 
streams anil lakes are annually becoming 
bettor stocked with fish to which these 
waters are adapted. There is no room to 
doubt the desirability of continuing the 
commission. For the coming year an ap­ 
propriation of $8,090 is asked:

uary 1st, amounted to $8,639.67, leaving 
anet balance in their bauds at that date 
of $604.93. 
IMMIGRATION. 


The Board of Immigration have ex­ 
pended, as will appear by their report, 
during the year ISSI, $5,514.41, and that 
47,956 immigrants havo arrived in Mil­ 
waukee during the year, aud that 53.7 
per cent, of them remained and settled 
in this State; whereas in 1880 tho per­ 
centage of those settling in this State 
was only 40.01, end iii 1879 was only 37.7; 
and that there were 8,505 who arrived in 
Chicago and made Wisconsin their home, 
but did not pas-* through Milwaukee. 
Of the whole number of immigrants ar­ 
riving at Milwaukee, 25,769 were des­ 
tined for Wisconsin, aud of which 14,- 
119 were from Germany, 3,510 from Nor­ 
way, 1,558 from Sweden, 1,030 from Den­ 
mark, 121 from England, 173 from Ire­ 
land, 16 from Scotland, 28 from France, 
237 from Holland, 981 from Bohemia, 
3,224 from Poland, aud 262 from other 
countries. 
The work of the board has been very 
beneficial to the State, and tile immi­ 
grants have beeu of the best agricultural 
aud industrial classes, and have made 
material additions to our capital and 
wealth. 
THE WISCONSIN NATIONAL GUARD. 
The military organization of tho State 
is in a very creditable condition of effi­ 
ciency. Tho increased aid given to the 
companies by recent legislation has re­ 
sulted in a marked improvement in the 
service, and has fully vindicated the wis­ 
dom of the appropriation. The report 
of tho adjutant general shows a force of 
thirty-two companies of infantry and two 
of cavalry now organized, numbering 115 
ollicer3 aud 2,318 enlisted men, a total of 
2,433. Four battalions are now organ­ 
ized. Tho companies, with the exception 
of two recently formed, are fully uni­ 
formed aud armed with tho best arms in 
use. Although our militia consists of but 
a small organization, and expenditures 
for its support are comparatively tight, 
yet for efficiency aud discipline, conven­ 
ience of location for speedy concentra­ 
tion. advance of instruction and excel­ 
lence of material, it is second to none in 
tho Northwest. To maintain it in tho 
highest attainable state of effectiveness 
is an object worthy your consideration. 
INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL FOR GIRLS. 
The report of tile managers of the In­ 
dustrial School for Girls has beeu receiv­ 
ed. and I transmit the same to the Leg­ 
islature. There is no provision by law 
for the printing of this report by the 
commissioners, anil provision should- be 
made therefor. The expenditures made 
from the appropriations of the last Leg­ 
islature are $1,927.12; these were made 
for special purposes designated by the 
law, and were mostly for permanent im­ 
provements. 
The management of this instution is 
under the special care of a board of lady 
managers, aud their work a very impor­ 
tant and dfficult one. 
CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 
The people at the late election having 
rallied the constitutional 
amendment 
providing bennial session of the Legis­ 
lature, and the tame having become a 
part of the constitution, I therefore rec­ 
ommend tho passage of the second am- 
menement, now pending, and its submis­ 
sion to the people, in order that our elec­ 
tions may be uniform and less frequent. 
THE CENSUS. 
The population of the State, as shown 
by the United States census of 1880, is 
1^315,480, an increase of 21.6 per cent, 
since 1870. 
AUTOR TIOIM ENT. 
I call your attention to tho apportion­ 
ment of tile blate into senate and assem­ 
bly districts, and also int* congressional 
districts when congress shall have passed 
the necessary Legislation. In doing this, 
you should take into consideration the 


population, community of interests, aud 
compactness of territory, so far as it can 
be done, without special regard to the 
political sentiment of tho various local­ 
ities. 
PORTRAIT OF HON. M. II. CARPENTER. 
In accordance with Joint Resolution 
No. 51, Assembly, passed by the last 
Legislature, tho governor has procured a 
crayon portrait of the late Senator M. II. 
Carpenter, made by Mr. VV. H. McEntee, 
and has caused the same to be placed in 
the rooms of the State Historical Society. 
The amount expended therefor was $308, 
paid by the governor out of the contin­ 
gent fund. The work is commended as 
one of much skill, and is a most fitting 
tribute to Hie esteem of Wisconsin’s 
most gifted orator. 
CONCLUSION. 
I have thus briefly called your atten­ 
tion to such matters as seem, in my 
judgement, to fcbo for the welfare of the 
State. Tho people expect economy in 
expenditures, and will hold all public 
officers to a strict accountability for all 
of their transactions. 
With grateful 
hearts to the Supreme Ruler of the 
universe for all the blessings we enjoy, 
and a firm reliance upon Him for our 
future guidance, let us proceed to the 
discharge of the duties imposed upon us 
by the constitution and the laws.

A Welsh Opinion of Rojalitj. 
It is, we think, to be regretted that tho 
Prince vt Wales lins declined to allow 
his Damp to bt* used in connection with 
the National Eisteddfod of Wales. The 
loyalty of the Welsh people is beyond 
question, but when they ask a little favor 
it ought, if possible, to be granted. 
As 
there must nave been reasons why his 
Royal Highness declined to have any- 
thing to do with the Eisteddfod it seems 
a pity they were not stated. 
We make 
these remarks because the refusal of the 
Prince to patronize the Eisteddfod has 
not only created a sore feeling in tho 
Principality, but it has also exposed him 
to vulgar abuse, and bas given the en­ 
emies of the Monarchy the opportunity 
of attacking not merely the Prince him­ 
self, but also the Queen and tho Royal 
family. 
Thus, a contributor to a Welsh news­ 
paper elegantly deciares that tho inci­ 
dent has “shortened Royality’s life in 
this country fifty years.” 
“Already,” ho continues “the Welsh 
press have been beard to grumble, not 
only loudly but angrily, at this ungra­ 
cious conduct of bim who some day 
hopes to be called His Most Gracious 
Majesty. 
In the columns of an English 
daily last week appeared an article which, 
though not (because of the old absurd 
veneration for Royalty so long prevail­ 
ing) so outspoken as it might have been, 
may yet be considered the first mutter­ 
ings of a storm which will one day burst 
as surely as it is now brewing. 
Men, 
who, if you had spoken to them sneer­ 
ingly or slightingly of tho principle of 
Royalty a few months back, would have 
turned away from you in disgust, are 
now beginning to see through the mists 
of prejudice, and to question the use of 
the thing. When not only the utter 
uselessness, but the positive evil, of that 
which they have to pay so dearly for 
shall become apparent, then will it and 
other fooleries and sins be sent packing. 
As a beginning in the right direction, 
allow mo to suggest the dropping from 
all toasts lists of the insane custom of 
drinking tho healths of the Queen, the 
Prince of Wales aud tho rest of tho 
Royal family. Welshmen have (although 
not *for the first time) received proof 
positive that none of them are of any 
use to Wales. 
Even the musical and 
literary members of that family—the 
fiddling Duke of Edinburgh and the 
studious little Leopold, w hom the ir­ 
reverent believe to lie in training for the 
Arbishopric of Canterbury—have though!

First Gold in California. 
Gen. Sherman has given this account 
of the first discovery of gold in Califor­ 
nia: “ I remember one day that two 
men, Americans, came into tile office 
and inquired for the Governor. I asked 
their business, and one answered that 
they had just come down from Copt. 
Sutter on special business, and they 
wautell to see Gov. Mason in person. I 
took them in to the Colonel and left 
them together. 
After some time the 
Colonel came to his door aud called me. 
I went in, and my attention was directed 
to a series of papers unfolded on the 
table, in which lay about half an ounce 
of placer gold. Mason said to me, * What 
is that?’ I touched it, and examined 
one or two of the larger pieces, and 
asked, * Is it gold ?' Mason asked me if 
I had ever seen native gold. I answered 
that in 1844 I was in Upper Georgia, 
and there saw some native gold, but it 
was much finer than this, and that it 
was in vials or in transparent quills; but 
I said that if this were gold it could 
easily be tested—first, by its malleabili­ 
ty, and next by acids. 
I took a piece in 
my teeth and the metallic luster was 
perfect 
I then called to the clerk 
(Baden) to bring an ax and hatchet from 
tile backyard. When they were brought 
I took the largest piece and beat it ont 
fiat, and beyond doubt it was metal, and 
a pure metal. Still, we attached little 
importance to the fact, for gold was 
known to exist at San Fernando, at the 
south, and yet was not considered of 
much value. 


A Novel Banking Institution. 
In connection irith the New York 
Newsboys’ Home is a bank, which in 
some respects is without a rival. The 
“ bank” is a square table with a number 
of holes cnt in the top. 
It is fitted with 
a drawer having compartments directly 
under and corresponding with the holes. 
Each hole is marked with a number, the 
figures running from No. I up to No. 250. 
Every boy in tile institution is assigned 
a compartment in which to deposit his 
surplus earnings. 
The bank has no President, Secretary 
or Board of Directors, thus saving sal­ 
aries, and its business is conducted on a 
fair and honest basis. 
Though the bank sometimes contains 
several hundred dollars, no attempt has 
ever been made to rob i t It was thought 
at one time that there had been defalca­ 
tion, one depositor declaring that his ac­ 
count was 50 cents short, but it was as­ 
certained that he had put his 50 cents in 
another boy's box. 
The deposits are returned to the de­ 
positors at the end of each month. The 
bank pays I per cent. interest per month, 
which is raised by voluntary subscrip­ 
tions from friends who wish to encourage 
tho boys to save tlieir earnings. 
The 
boys are prevented from redepositing 
their savings by a rule prohibiting the 
payment of interest on a larger sum 
than $5. 


Matches. 
The invention of natohos was a hap­ 
py thought, and is thus told by Hie in­ 
ventor: “ I used to get up at 4 o'clock 
in tho morning to pursue my studies, 
and I used at that time the flint and 
steel, in tho use of which I round great 
inconvenience. I gave lectures in chem­ 
istry at the time at a large academy. Of 
course I knew,' as other chemists did. 
the explosive material that was necessa­ 
ry to produce instantaneous light, but it 
was difficult to obtain a light on wood by 
that mixture, and the idea occurred to 
me to pnt sulphur in the mixture. I did 
so, and told about it. and showed it in 
my next lecture. There was a young 
man in the room whose father was a 
chemist in London, and he at once wrote 
to him about it, and soon afterward lu­ 
cifer matches were issued to the world. 
I was urged to go and take out a patent 
immediately, but I thought it so small a 
matter, and it cost me so little labor, 
that I did not think proper to get a pat­ 
ent, although I havo no doubt it would 
have been very profitable.” The name 
of this inventor of matches is Mr. Hol­ 
den, and he is an Englishman,

Alderman Hawes moved that William 
Ross, of tho Third ward, bo permitted to 
set a kerosene lamp post on the corner of 
South Third and Jackman streets, in the 
Third ward. 
Mr. Boss was permitted to address tho 
j council on the subject. He said Hie coat 
cf the post including tho oil, for a full 
I year, would not be more than $12.00, 
while a gas lamp post with the gas, would 
cost not less than $00. He said it was 
much needed iii that part of the city, and 
he suggested ail oil lamp post because 
tho city would not want to pay $1)0 for 
gas. 
Alderman Fitzgibbon said lie would 
oppose the erection of such a lamp post, 
for the reason that it would lead to the 
establishmeut of others, and thoro would 
be no end to tho applications for them. 
There would be from oue to three at every 
meeting of the council, lie congratulated 
Mr. Morrill, president of tho New Gas 
Light Company, for reducing tho price 
of gas whenever he could afford it, and 
said if the city really needed auntlier 
lamp-post, it could afford to net something 
sulistautial. If tiiis oue oil lamp-post 
was tho last of it, it might be all right, 
but he warned the council that if they 
granted this one there would be anywhere 
from one to ten every week. 
Alderman Robinson endorsed the po­ 
sition of Alderman Fitzgibbon, and said 
that he had been appealed to for such 
lamp posts, aud lie refused to have any­ 
thing to do with them. He thought the 
precedent would be a bad oue. When 
people paul their taxes they should have 
the proper light. 
Alderman Nowlan saw n * impropriety 
in having an oil lamp post, aud thought 
it would not interfere with the gas 
company, and beside the price was rea­ 
sonable, and that kind of a lump feasi­ 
ble. 
Alderman Conrad said lie could not 
oppose tho proposition to erect an oil 
lamp post. He thought an investment ;u 
a few such lamps where they were need­ 
ed aud where gas would probably lie too 
expensive, would bo a g«xnl thing, and ho 
would vote 
for it. 
Ho wanted tho 
poor people to have light as well as the 
rich. 
Alderman Nowlan urged that the lamp 
I Hist be erected, and ho thought that 
$300 or $400 could be wisely invested in 
such lamps, and ho hoped the motion 
would prevail. 
Alderman Fitzgibbon said ho was not 
advocating the gas company. Tho oil 
lamp first was simply opening tho gap, 
and there was no telling where it would 
end. He thought every manufacturer 
who had large capital employed, should 
be protected, aud he didu.t think there 
was any good reason iu putting oil 
lamps on the streets. 
The motion to allow Mr. Ross to erect 
the post, aud the city to pay $12.00 for 
it including the oil for one year, was 
earned, all the aldermen voting for it 
except Aldermen Fitzgibbon aud Robin­ 
son. 
Alderman 
Fitzgibbon changed 
his 
vote „to the affirmative that he might 
move fora reconsideration. He said he 
wanted the question submitted to the 
people. 
A motion of Alderman Fitzgibbon 
that Mr. Ross bo prohibited from ercct- 
ingthopost until further order by the 
council was lost. 
Alderman Robinson said he held in his 
hand an old veteran—the John fieriness}- 
chicken bill—which had been before the 
council many times. The committee on 
judiciary would make no recommenda­ 
tion, which buried tho bill again. 
Alderman Robinson, from the judiciary 
committee, presented a bill for $100 from 
Peter Myers, for work done in furnish­ 
ing a room in one of his blocks for a 
municipal court room, a contract having 
been made for the room before the pres­ 
ent court room was decided upon. 
Alderman Nowlau explained the bill, 
and while Mr. Myers wanted a full year’s 
rent, he thought ho would take $100, and 
therefore the bill was allowed. 
Alderman Fitzgibbon said that the 
committee appointed to confer with Dr. 
Whitiug in regard to bis resigning his 
position on the board of health, could 
not get a satisfactory answer from the 
dootor. He said he had served ten years, 
and there were some duties imposed on 
him as a health officer which he disliked 
and were unpleasant, and therefore he 
thought best to withdraw from tho board. 
Alderman Fitzgibbon asked for more 
time to consider the question, which was 
granted. 
Alderman Robinson said the city had 
never had a book in which the city bonds 
should be registered, although the char­ 
ter expressed says ono should be kept, 
and therefore he moved that one be pro­ 
vided which was carried. 
Alderman Robinson said the city char­ 
ter was being revised, and he would 
move that Ute city attorney be authorized 
to revise the city ordanauces. 


Attorney Hyzer said he did not want 
to assume the responsibility of making 
the revision himself, 
and 
therefore 
wanted the 
judiciary 
committee 
of 
the council, or some oue else, to consult 
with. 
Alderman Nowlan said he was opposed 
to letting oue man or set of men, revise the 
ordinances as they saw fit. 
Alderman Noms, said a citizen told 
him that if they attempted to amend the 
city charter, without first submitting 
it to the i»eonlo, he would go to Madison 
with his forces aud defeat it. 
After further discussion it was decided 
to revise tho ordinances. 
An ordinance amending that relating 
to the licensing of exhibitions iu the city 
was read by the clerk. The proposed 
amendment provides that the manager of 
any exhibition hall may pay a yearly li­ 
cense of $100, payable quarterly in ad­ 
vance, instead of $5 for each entertain­ 
ment. 
Alderman Potter moved that it be read 
the second time at ouce, which was sec­ 
onded. On motiou, after some debate, the 
second reading was deferred. 
On motion of Alderman Nowlan the 
city paper was dispensed with, all vot­ 
ing aye, except Alderman Fitzgibbon, 
who voted no, and Alderman Robinson, 
who refused t i vote. 
Alderman Nowlan then moved that tho 
Daily Gazette be tho official palier of the 
city, which curried, all tho aldermen vot­ 
ing in the affirmative except Alderman 
Fitzgibbon. 
It was agreed that the council meet 
one week from that night to consider the 
new city charter. 
Alderman Robinson moved that inas­ 
much as James Hemming, pound-mas­ 
ter, had absconded, that Dr. C. Loftus 
Martin be appointed to that office with 
tho understanding that if ho does not 
qualify within two weeks the office will 
be declared vacant.
